“It is, therefore, obvious that pri- 
vate and voluntary Chest agencies and 
private funds must be entirely depend- 
ed upon to cover the other necessary 
fields of social welfare work, including 
the support of character-building agen- 
cies, supplemental work in the child 
welfare field. which are necessary, but 
for which the expenditure of tax 
money is not justified; family rehabili- 
tation service and all the other fields 
of service now being splendidly ad- 
ministered by the Chest agencies. 

‘I would like to emphasize that the 
work of the Chest agencies will result 
in a large saving to the taxpayer by 
avoiding the necessity of children be- 
coming court wards, or adults becom- 
ing publie charges.

Bankers Say President Was | 


Not Referring to Insti- 
tutions Here. 


Although the heads of the leading | 
Atlanta banks were in New Orleans | 
for the convention of the American | 
Bankers’ Association, subordinates | 
here saic that President Roosevelt was 
not referring to Atlanta financial in- 
stitutions when he discussed interest 
rates yesterday. 

“Interest rates in Georgia are as 
low if not lower than anywhere else 
in the country,” one banker asserted. | 
“The Atlanta Clearing House banks all | 
have plenty of money to loan and the 
amount of interest desired depends al- 
most entirely on the collateral offered 
and on the person making the loan. | 
Some business people with whom the 
banks are entirely familiar can borrow | 
at a lower rate than others with whom | 
the banks are not so well acquainted. | 
Too, a number of businessmen keep 
their situations more liquid than oth- 
ers. Atlanta banks are anxious to get 
their money in circulation and are 
making all of the loans possible.” 

The bankers pointed out that loans 
for homes here are averaging between 
5 and 6 per cent. | 

“As ir the case of business loans the | 
various circumstanes govern,” a bank-| 
er said. “If a man owns his home out- | 
right he can borrow money for repairs | 
a whole lot cheaper than a man who} 
owns only a small equity.” |

You can say. “Merry Christmas,” 
for one cent, as far as the Postof- 
fice Department is concerned, but if 
you want to add “love and kisses” 
to your greeting card, it'll cost you 
two cents more. 

Third Assistant Postmaster-Gen- 
eral C. B. Eilenberger promulgated 
the Christmas card mailing regula- 
tions tonight. He said you could 
send cards in unsealed envelopes for 
one cent, so long as you don’t try 
writing anything but “Sincerely 
Yours,” “Merry Christmas,” “Hap- 
py New Year” and “With Best 
Wishes.” If you want to say any- 
thing else you must buy a three-cent 
stamp and seal the envelope.

Hopkins attributed the Georgia sit- 
uation to Governor Talmadge, who, he 
said “would not do anything about it.” 

The administrator pointed out that 
two-thirds of those cut from federal 
relief rolls are seriously in need of 
continued subsistence. 

In Macon not one of the 110 cases 
was provided with adequate care, the 
report pointed out. 

35 Families Studied. 

Living conditions of 35 Atlanta 
families studied were reported for the 
most part “extremely unsatisfactory, 
| many families reporting lack of food, 
clothing and medical care. A number 
of persons were found ill in bed.” » 

Counties covered in the study were 
Chattooga, Murray, Lumpkin, Madi- 
son, Heard, Greene, McDuffie, Pike, 
| Jones, Jenkins, Muscogee, Dodge, Tatt- 
nall, Mitchell, Ware, Webster and Mc-

Authorities on the subject believe the secret figure is only slightly 
more accurate than the published ones. All are largely guess work. Even 
the A. F. of L. is now revising its estimating system. No adequate un- 


employment figures exist. 


BALANCE A top-notch economist here has made a private check of 
the relationship between employment and unemployment 
since the New Deal started. - 

His estimate indicates that unemployment in March, 1933, was 15,- 
000,000 and in August, 1935, about 11,100,000, a decrease of 3,900,000. 
But employment increased from 34,800,000 in March, 1933, to 39,500,000 
in August this year, an increase of 4,700,000. 

What it means is that, while 4,700,000 more people are working, there 
are only 3,900,000 fewer unemployed. 

The disparity is due to the increasing nuthber of employables who 
never have had work. The number of employables is supposed to have 
increased about 3,000,000 since 1929, : 


STATIC Another phenomenon of these new unemployment figures is 

that this year they will average as high as last year in spite 
of all the business improvement. The best expert guess is that for 1935 
the average will be 11,500,000. (The average has been 11,750,000 so 
far). The average for 1934 also was 11,500,000, 

Even in 1929 the average was 2,000,000 and 
000,000 was reached. 

The biggest decrease in unemployment was during the first seven 
months of the New Deal, when 4,000,000 persons were put back to work. 
There has not been any comparable improvement since. 

Note—These figures are based on an adjustment in the 1930 un- 
employment census and carried forward. They have not been published, 
but are considered by*some economists to be more accurate than most

In Morocco the 
great French liberator first built up 
his military force by slow, inconspicu- 
ous drafts of troops. Wherever he 
could make use of his check book or 
a French medal dangling on a ribbon 
to induce a regional chief to appeal 
for admittance to the French family 
of colonies the great liberator saved 
his soldiers and wrote a check or 
reached into his safe for a medal. 

It’s rather startling to hear this 
phase of the art of colonial penetra- 
tion described with respect in the tem- 
porary Palace of Peace of the League 
of Nations, but that is where your 
correspondent has been doing his lis- 
tening these last few days, and that 
was where he heard it. The wise 
and humane French liberator had a 
fat check book and an unlimited sup- 
ply of medals hanging on _ ribbons 
which cost more than a dollar a medal 
at the present rate of exchange, but 
Mussolini has plenty of lire which he 
prints himself, and Italian medals 
are quite as gaudy as French, though 
slightly inferior in prestige. 

French expansion in Morocco was 
accomplished with the least possible 
vulgarity, and the late marshal, when 
his ashes were borne to a hero’s tomb 
amid such ceremonies as only the 
French can perform, was said to be 
returning forever to the land for 
which he had expended the greatest 
years of his distinguished life and the 
greatest affection of his loving, gen- 
erous nature. Not even the most cap- 
tious critie could have found fault 
with the general.

ALABAMA DEMOCRATS 
NAME F-D.R. DELEGATES 


Executive Committee Is First 
To Formally Declare for 
Renomination. 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., Nov. 13.— 
(?)—Alabama democrats today be 
came the first to formally declare for 
the renomination of President Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt. 

Through their state executive com- 
mittee, four delegates from the state 
at large were elected to lead Ala- 
bama’s delegation the 1936 nation- 
al convention “to give President 
Roosevelt four years’ additional term 
of office.” 

Governor Bibb Graves, United 
States Senators Hugo Black and John 
H. Bankhead, and State Chairman 
John D. McQueen were picked as the 
Alabama big four. 

The state committee exercised its 
privilege under the Alabama law of 
naming the delegates at large. They 
could either do this or call for their 
Selection in a regular democratic pri- 


mary. 
To Name Delegates. 

The committee did decide that the 
balance of the state’s delegates should 
be selected May 8 next in the reg- 
ular democratic state primary. 

Alabama will have 22 votes at the 
1936 convention. 


The committee decided that four 
delegates would be sele¢ted from each 
of the nine congressional districts, 
Each of these delegates would have | 
one-half vote. 

The four delegates at large will 
have a full vote. The committee, 
adopted a resolution taking this ac- | 
tion by a vote of 31 to 1. 

The resolution instructing the dele- | 
gates for Roosevelt's renomination was 
opposed by Judge Leon C. McCord, 
democratic national committeeman

Embroidered Flowers Decorate Many a Scarf and Table Runner. 


By FLORENCE La GANKE. 


Nancy had some left-over pieces of 
heavy satin and some good-sized 
pieces of a fine —s material re- 
sembling burlap of monk’s cloth. She 
was hunting some way of using them 


up. 

She realized that she could not 
combine the two kinds of material 
very well but it did seem to her that 
there ought to be something which 
could be used on either one. 


Take chain stitch embroidery ‘for 
instance. Why couldn’t she do some 


sort of bold and rather effective flow- 
er design on a piece of the material? 
Chain stitch does not take long to 
make and when the links are made of 
uniform size it is effective. Then too 
the work may rows of stitchery 
put one beside the other until the en- 
tire flower space is filled. Leaves may 
be filled in the same fashion. This 
gives a resultant embroidery that is 
closely allied or related to the Beau- 
vais embroidery of Medieval times.

KHABAROVSK, U. S. S. R., Nov. 
13.—(/)—Convicted of operating an 
esplonage system out of Japanese- 
sponsored Manchoukuo, a white Rus- 
sian major and his aid were sentenced 
to be shot by a far-western military 
court today. 

Sentences for espionage usually are 
carried out within 24 hours.

Former Powerful War Lord 
in China Assassinated 
by Woman. 


TIENTSIN, China, Nov. 14.— 
(Thursday)—()—A praying woman 
assassin who chose a Buddhist temple 
to slay Marshal Sun Chuan-fang, 


often called Japan’s choice for leader- 
ship of an independent north China, 
was in the hands of police today. 

The 25-year-old, well-dressed slayer 
turned from an attitude of p:ayer as 
Sun entered the temple to‘attend a 
Buddhist meeting yesterday and emp- 
tied her revolver at the general.

Investigators reported the woman 
was the daughter of the late General 
Sze Chung-pin, and that she blamed 
Sun for the execution of her father.
